Homesteading Will 
Stop Cattle Monopoly. 

Secretary Hitchcock has sent a commu- 
nication to the senate committee on public 
lands taking the most decided stand against 
bills pending bef6re Congress which pro- 
pose to define the terms and years for: 
which public lands shall be leased to cat- 
tlemen. Numerous ‘grazing’ bills have 
been introduced at this session of Con- 
gress, the main purpose of al! being to pro- 
tect the cattlemen against the encroach- 
ments of homestéaders. It has been known 
from the inception of the agitation that 
Secretary Hitchcock and the officials of 
the land office thought the department 
should have for its first consideration the 
promotion of homestesding. The theory of 
the, department is that all interests wil! 
be best subserved by getting farmers on the 
lands now held by the government and the 
Indians as speedily as possible. Acre for 
acre, western farms will send five head of 
cattle for markef to one for the immense 
grazing tracts.

WICHITA, Kan., May 10.—The Beef Trust 
has found an enemy in two Indian chief- 
tains, who are likely to prove a serious 
menace to the grazing industry of the Osage 
and Ponca reservations of Oklahoma. These 
Indians declare they will not assist a com- 
bine which they allege has raised the price 
of steers so much that it is now impossible 
for them to indulge in meat three times a 
day. Furthermore, the rédskins have been 
forced to abandon several festival beef is- 
sues because the Indian agent refuses to 
buy steers and issue them as rations, as has 
been the custom in the past. 

The Ponca and Osage Indian councils met 
in extra session and passed a measure 
wherein they have annulled all leases made 
for grazing purposes which lately expired. 
This. amounts in all to about 180,000 acres. 
The Osages have over 700,000 acres besides, 
which they will refuse to release to the cat- 
tle syndicate next year, when the leases ex- 
pire. 

Until this week the redskins knew noth- 
ing of the existence of an alleged beef trust, 
and they cared less. But when Col. Mitcher, 
the Indian agent at Pawhuska, Colo., in- 
formed Wa-sha-tah, the chief of the Osage 
clan, and White Eagle, chief of the Pon- 
that in the future the government 
would quit feeding them on free beef, the 
reds rebelled and demanded the reasohs. 
It was explained that cattle had beén cor- 


nered by the frust, and the price put so 
high the government would have ‘to abolish 
all beef issues. This angered the Indians. 
who went on the warpath and deciared they 
would kill all the cattle that fed upon their 
eland. 

At present 800,000 acres in the Osage and 
30,000 acres in the Ponca reservations are 
under lease to the cattle syndicate of Tex- 
as. About 500,000 head.of cattle are now 
feeding in -this Indian paradise. Because 
of its nearness to the railways, and the 
warm climate in winter, these nations have 
an ideal cattle-grazing country,,and it.has 
been sought after by the syndicate for 
years. The syn@icate pays 10 cents an acre 
per annum for. the use of the land. Then 
they place their cattle In the name of some 
Indian, as a matter of form, and thus avoid 
paying taxes. 

Wa-sha-tah, the chief of the Osages, upon 
calling his people in session at Pawhuska, 
the tribal capital, declared in flerce tones 
that in the future they should under no rea- 
son lease their lands for gfazing purposes, 
but upon the other hand, should demand of 
the lessee that he use the ground only, 
for farming. This will undoubtedly put 4 
stop to cattle raising in the Osage country. 
The Indians, however, before they could af- 
rive at any. conclusions, had to have @ 
medicine dance, and this, was carried out 
with much gusto and flourish.

other enemy of the red man. They con- 
versed with the Great Spirit, or at least 
claimed to do so, and were told that the 
cattle belonging to thse palefaces must no 
longer browse upon the hills of the red 
man, else they would leave a scourge for- 
ever. The word was likewise passed out 
among the Poncas, and a special courier 
was sent to warn the Creeks of the mess- 
age. The Creeks likewise control a large 
amount of grazing land, and should they, 
too, join in the war against the Beef Trust, | 
most of the good pasture land of the South- 
west will be shut off against them. 

The Poncas are a very poor class of peo- 
ple, and they have quit meat eating en- 
tirely—that is those who are dependent upon 
their rations and grass payments for a 
livelihood. True, there are some industri- 
cus Poncas who have for years earned 
their own living, and they will continue as 
before. Beef comes so high that fhe In- 
dians are forced to sacrifice it. White 
Eagle, now nearing the 100-year mark, said 
that he would have to subsist upon. vege- 
tables ¢uring the coming summer, as he 
had no money to buy meat. He owns sev- 
eral hundred acres of fine land, which has 
been leased to an extensive cattle raiser, 
but he says that as soon as the term of 
the lease expires he will rent it to some 
one for farming purposes only.

Congress Is Beginning to 
Foresee This Result. 


SENATOR M’MILLAN ON PLAN 


ANNIHILATION OF COMPETITION 
PROVOKES THE SENTIMENT. 


Interstate Commerce Commissioner 
Prouty Shows House Committee 
How Five Men Contro] All 
Great Transportation 
Systems.

WASHINGTON, May 9.—Congress is 
coming nearer to the belief that ultimately 
the government must take over the rali- 
roads and make them government institu- 
tions, operated and controlled just as the 
treasury, the postoffice and the other great 
business enterprises of the country are. 

The idea was voiced by Senator McMillan 
In the Senate when the Union Station bill 
for the District of Columbia was under full 
consideration. Senator McMillan is #ss¢h- 
tially a business man. He issat the head 
of great banking and business enterprises 
in Michigan and is as consefvative as any 
man in'Congress. -He said tn a speech: 

“We all know that rallroads:do not’ want 
opposition. The fact is, they are all get- 
t nF together now, and I suppose the time 
will come when’ the governmient will have 
to own all these railroads, and then we can 
hand See just as we please.’ 

Following this speech came some surpris- 
ing testimony before the committee on in- 

‘State and foreign commerce in the House 

ntatives by Charles A. Prouty, a 

f the interstate commerce com- 

. Mr. Prouty, after declaring that 

the railroads all gave big freight rebates 
to the Beef Trust, said: 

‘There is today the grossest discrimina- 
tion in the yaar rates in favor of the 
Standard Oil Co.”’ 

Mr. Prouty then classified the railroads 
of the country into five great systems— 
the Vanderbilt, the Pennsylvania, the Mor- 
gan-Hill, the Gould and the Harriman— 
and said these five systems, with the Atchi- 
son, the Rock Island, the Francisco and 
the Milwaukee controll 136,000 miles of 
road. There are 200,000 miles of railroad in 
the United States, and the other 66,000 
miles, Mr. Prouty said, “begin nowhere and 
énd nowheéfe, and are absolutely dependent 
on the five great systema.

GATHERING OF IMPORTANCE 


STATUS OF LEBANON SEMINARY 
TO BE SETTLED. 


oa | 


Question of Mission Work Will Also 
Consume Much Time in Discus- 
sion—Unusual Interest Taken 
in the Coming Meeting. 


Great preparations are being made at 
Springfield, Mo., for the entertainment of 
the members and delegates to the general 
assembly of the Cumberland Presbyterian 
Church, which will meet at that place May 
15. This is the national body of that de- 
nomination and it is expected that an ex- 
ceptionally large number of delegates and 
interested persons will be there from all 
over the United States. 

This is the second time the Cumberland 
Presbyterian general assembly has met at 
Springfield, the other meeting having been 


held in 1878, 2 years ago. Many of the 
delegates have already gone to get mat- 
ters in readiness for the meeting. 

The principal feature of the openi ses- 
sion will be a sermon by Rev. E. E. Morris 
of Marshall, Mo., the retiring moderator. 

Among the many matters of interest to 
be discussed at the coming assembly will 
be that of how best to place the Lebanon 
7 neceemces Seminary upon a proper stand- 
ing. e seminary was established in 18532 
in agcordance with action taken by the 
assembly that year. The terms of the or- 
ganization provided that it should be con- 
trolled by the general assembly, its endow- 
ment being held in trust by the assembly 
and its teachers confirmed by the assembly. 
These terms were accepted by the trustees 
of the Cumberland University: and the sem- 
inary located at Lebanon, Tenn. The gen- 
eral impression has been that the semi- 
nary belongs to the church more than to 
the colleges of the denomination, but this 
idea has not prevailed with the university. 
On the contrary, this institution claims that 
it is only a department of the university, 
and in opposition to this view the last as- 
sembly took the stand that the seminary 
was absolutely under its control. ‘Phe 
church also affirmed its right to a separate 
board of trustees. A separate board was 
appointed to confer with trustees of the 
university and make a satisfactory settle- 
ment of the question. 

The report of this committee, it is 
thought, will likely prpve a bone of con- 
tention in the assembly. No fault is found 
with the seminary management or trustees 
of the university, but it is the prevailing 
sentiment of the church that the seminary 
should be separate and independent of —7 
other educational institution. The senti- 
ment gocs even farther and it has been sug- 
peetes that the seminary be removed from 
yebanon, Tenn., and located in or near 
some large city. 

Another question likely to arouse discus- 
sion is that of a division of the board of 
missions. This has been up before and 
during the year past has been discussed 
freely by the press of the denomination. 
Those Savoring this step contend that with 
two boards etter work can be done, 
church extension increased in quicker time 
and better results obtained in both home 
and foreign missions. At the same time, 
there will be perfect co-operation and har- 
mony between the boards. 

Rev. Dr. E. E. Morris of Marshall, Mo., 
is the retiring moderator. Among the prob- 
able new nominees for moderator are Rev. 
Ira Landritte of Nashville, Tenn., and Rev. 
R. M. Linnon, D. D.. of Denver, Colo. Rev. 
Dr. Fullerton, president of the board of 
missions and pastor of Lucas Avenue Cum. 
berland Church, St. Louts, will take an ac- 
tive part, as also Rev. W. T. Wigginton, 
chairman of the committee on theological 
seminary.

Bitter com- 
plaint is made that Rhodes did nothing 
for English scholars, but only for Yankees, 
Germans and colonials. 

Prof. Phelps of Oriel gives an account of 
Rhodes’ college character and career, which 


retds strangely, in view of the enthusias- 
tic declarations of his will. Prof. Phelps 
siys: 

‘““‘He was a man for whom the studies of 
the place meant nothing. He had no sym- 
pathy with the literary tradition or schol- 
arships or science of Oxford. He cared 
nothing for the characteristic amusementa 
of undergraduate life or the distinctions 
they confer. As a result he formed no last- 
ing ties of friendship, no very wide circle 
of acgquaintances."’

Wireless method is not only possible but 
racticable, and that communication be- 

ween Chicago and New York or Chicago 
and Washington by the means of etheric 
waves is soon to be undertaken. 

“I belleve.’’ said Prof. Fessenden, ‘‘that 
communication between Chicago and New 
York can be established as easily as be- 
tween this point and Cape Hatteras, a dis- 
tance of 50 miles, and a that now remains 
to be done is to work out the details of a 
System that has already proved effective.’ 

The difficulty heretofore in any attempted 
competition with the telegraph companies 

as been the slow working of the wireless 
method and the uncertainty of its operation. 
Fifteen words a minute has been considered 
a high rate to maintain by means of the 
Marconi coherer. 

“It is safe to say,’’ says the inventor, 
“that the coherer, ca abi of working at the 
rate of only about fifteen words a minute 
and liable to mistakes, cannot compete, on 
land, with the regular lines, and must be 
more or less at the mercy of the land com- 
panies. 

The matter is, of course, entirely differ- 
ent with a wireless receiver capable of 
taking with absolute accuracy, 500 words 

er minute, and of course it could be 

one much more economically than the 
existing land companies now operate, be- 
cause there would be no charge for wires, 
poles, right of way and the enormous 
fixed ed charge of keeping the line in repair. 

“The receiver used by me has een 
worked at speeds which correspond to 
more than words per minute without 
the slightest fault in the receiving and 
with only about per cent increase of 
energy. This great speed is faster than 
any operator could ‘take’ in a message, but 
it shows what can be accomplished.’’ 

Before Prof. Fessenden begins work 
upon “‘lines’’ for land telegraphy he will 
pertect the work upon which he is now 
employed by the government, and will 
superintend the construction of stations 
along the coast and the installation of ap- 
— upon ships so that the weather 

ureau may perfect a aystem of obtaining 
inforraation of ocean storms far in advance 
of their coming. 

As has been pointed out before by Prof. 
Fessenden, his invention differs from that 
of Marconi by the use of a ‘“‘wave detector” 
instead of a ‘“‘coherer."’ It is this “‘wave 
detector” which allows the inventor to at- 
tain such marvelous results in sending and 
receiving megsages at the same rate of 
speed as whefi a wire is used. 

Prof. Fessenden's invention is not yet 
patented, and consequently a great deal 
of secrecy is matntained here is the 
only way in which this scientist, gh ~~: 
for his government, can prorect himself. 
The government, Instead of aiding him in 
securing a patent, 
an old:unwritten law/sthat government em- 

loves are not supposed to patent devices 

o be used by the government. 

A private company can steal Fessenden's 
ideas, patent them and charge the United 
States a@ big royalty, but Fessenden will 
not be aided in taking out patents, although 
he has given his invention to the govern- 
ment free of charge. Such a thing has hap- 
pene! more than-once before. 

Bids for a wireless telegraph system to 
replace the cable line between Nome and 
at.

That 
and other troubles prompted her to resort 
to the poison, 

Among her most intimate friends were 
J. F. Redfield and his wife, to whom she 
bequeathed her property. It was in the 
evening while Mrs. Redfield was preparing 
a meal for the invalid that Mrs. Croft took 
the drug. 

Mrs. Croft was born March 7, 1833, in 
Stockholm, Sweden, of aristocratic parents.

came to this souseey in 1868 and for a 
time was employed in the family of the 
mayor of New York City. 

A short time later she went to San Fran- 
cisco, where.she feil in love with and mar- 
ried an English sallor named Thomas Croft. 
After a brief sojourn there the couple 
moved to Salt Lake. It was while here 
that Mrs. Croft bought the poison which 
she treasured till the day of her death.

LIKE THE FIRING OF A MONSTERCANNON. 

The morning of May 8 was bright, and the sun had been up full three hours 
when the unheralded deluge of destruction came. There had been a few premonitory 
rumblings, but the people did not regard these as a warning that the earth was 


about to pour forth on them the most destructive of her contents. 
At a few minutes after & o'clock, the overshadowing mountain exploded in a 


mass of mud and fire. 
It was as if a monster cannon had been fired and its thunder echoed out far 


sea. 
peer hundreds of feet into the air, shutting off the light of the sun, the con- 
tents of the crater were emptied on the city in a cloud of smoke and flame. 

The water in the deep lake mingled wth the softer and cooler of the earth in the 
mountain, and a plastering mud was formed which coated the buildings as it de- 
scended and made flight impossible. 

With the mud came thousands of ton of stones, red hot, which burned through

Court Scores LouisStaarecke’s 
Creditors. 


JPneY ARE AS GUILTY AS HE 


JUDGE ADAMS ALLOWS HIM HIS 
TEMPORARY FREEDOM. 


Before Swallowing Morphine Defend- 
ant Wrote Letter Disavowing 
Wrong Intention and De- 
scribed Misery of His 
Condition. 


“I wish I might do justice to both sides 
in this case,"" said Judge Adams in the 
United States District Court Saturday 
aftornoon, as he extended clemency to 
Louls J. Staarecke, who a few hours be- 
fore, while awaiting trial for suppressing 
his assets in bankruptcy, attempted suicide 
by swallowing morphine. 

Then the judge, without exonerating the 
prisoner, denounced the witnesses in the 
most severe language: 

“The creditors’ conduct, to my mind,” 
sald Judge Adams, “is as reprehensible as 
that of the prisoner. 

“They have shown an evident desire to 
evade the spirit of the national bankruptcy 
law, and to get the money for themselves 
instead of bringing about an equitable di- 
vision. IL wish the creditors might be 
placed some time in a position wheére 
the process of this court could werk justice 
to both sides."’ 

Staarecke Friday confessed to having 
suppressed assets amounting to $3000 when 
swearing to his schedules in bankruptcy. 
He was attempting to find a place of se- 
cure concealment for the money when he 
was arrested in Springfield, Il.

Be- 
fore his financial troubles commenced, 
Staarecke was proprietor of stores in Far- 
mington, Flat River and Fredericktown,

NEW SEVEN-STORY HOTEL FOR 
EXPOSITION VISTORS. 


Increased Inquiry for Property in the 
Business District a Marked Fea- 
ture of the Past Week’s 

Realty Market. , 


The Lincoln Trust Co. announces the sale

The charm, beauty and youthful 
spirits of the young Queen have exerted a 
potent influence everywhere. 

Nor is it forgotten that Wilhelmina was 
married only a little more than a year ago, 
and that a great pageant marked this event. 
Rumors, too, that the Queen has not found 
her marriage with Duke Henry of Mecklen- 
burg-Schwerin altogether an ideal affair

Sume of his debts have been 
paid by the Queen, but the increasing de- 
mands caused her to investigate the causes 
of the expenditures, and sne found them 
to have been incurred in a manner that 
would cause an estrangement in any fam- 
ily, royal or simple. Henry thereupon 
showed the material of which he is made 
by assuming a brutal attitude toward her, 
an attitude that was resented by the court, 
which adores the young Queen.

The basis for the contention of the United 
States that the Isle of Pines now belongs 
to this country is found in the first and 
second articles of the treaty of Paris. The 
first artitie says: “Spain relinquishes all 
claim of the sovereignty over and title to 
Cuba."" No mention is made of the Isle of 
Pines. The second article is as follows: 
‘Spain cedes to the United States the Isl- 
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now under Spanish sovereignty in the West from ‘eas: to west is

one of the West Indies.

Mexican silver dollars were the principal 
circulating currency, and, as the people 
knew nothing of savings banks and in many 
instances had none, they hoarded their sil- 
ver until very little money was in circula- 
tion. In January, 1899, the government is- 
sued $3,600,000 in (hed gen bank notes, 
and this money. forced upon the people, 
led to a revolution. 

The San Domingo Improvement Co. and 
the San Domingo Finance Co., which grew 
out of the first company, wound up their 
affairs and went out of business last sum- 
mer. The closing of the affairs of the com- 
panies was accompanied by considerable 
difficulty and embarrassment. 

Several years ago the San Domingo Im- 
rovement Co. had borrowed the entire cap- 
tal of the German-American Improvement 
Co., which also had extensive interests In 
San Domingo, and when the San Domingo 
Improvement Co. sought to wind up its af- 
fairs the German-American Improvement 
Co., because of a disagreement in reaching 
a settlement, brought suit against the San

When the republic of San Domingo was 

but 88 years old, Heureaux became its 
President. The constitution of the republic 
was adopted in 1844, and his first election 
took place during the last three days of 
June, 1886. 
The rebellion that followed grew out of a 
contest over the election, the defeated can- 
didate, Gen. Casimiro N. de Moya, starting 
an ingurrection the following month in La 
Vega and Monte Cristy. On July 24 the en- 
tire country was declared under martial law 
and before the end of the next month, by a 
series of bloody battles, the rebels had been 
defeated, 1100 of the then population of 350,- 
000 of the republic having lost their lives in 
the struggle. 

In everything connected with its history 
the island of San Domingo is interesting. 
Columbus discovered the island in 1492, re- 
visited it on his second voyage, and on his 
third. in 1498, established himself near the 
site of the present city of Santo Domingo.

The early development of the sugar in- 
dustry on the island was attained with the 
introduction of African slaves, and as early 
as 1522 the slaves were numerous enough to 
mutiny. 

Defections of colonists to the newly dis- 
covered lands on the North American con- 
tinent and the attacks of buccaneers made 
San Domingo’s days dark from 1540 till 
early in this century. Till 1697 the whole 
island was a Spanish colony; then the west- 
ern portion, now the Be of Hayti, was 
ceded to France. In 1 France acquired 
sovereignty over the whole island, which 
Spanish overnment formerly aban- 
doned In 1801 to Toussaint L’Ouverture. 


The black Haytian empire under Dessa- 
lines followed till 1806, when Spain again 
took the eastern half of the island under the 
old name of Santo Domingo, Hayti remain- 
ing a separate government. 

In 1821 the islanders declared their inde- 

endence of Spain, under the name of Co- 
ombia, and the next vear the new republic 
united again with Hayti, the two remaining 
one government till 1843, the name being 
Hayti. In 1844 San Domingo revolted and 
formed the Republica Dominicana.

HAVANA, Cuba, May 2.—About one-sixth 
of the people of Cuba live in the city of 
Havana. About another sixth are to be 
found in the other cities of the island. The 
remaining two-thirds are to be found in 
towns, villages, hamlets and in isolated 
homes scattered throughout a region in 
which there are nether railroads nor high- 
ways, and which are reached only over 
rough bridle paths. Yet that is the real 
Cuba, and those who are included by that 
remaining two-thirds are the real Cubans, 
rather than those whose homes are in the 
larger ctiles. 

A trip of fifteen hundred miles in the 
United States is hardly to be called a jour- 
ney, but it is something of an undertaking 
in Cuba. I have just returned from such 
an excursion, and tt. took me three weeks 
to make it. Yet it is only by such a trip 
that one can learn the true condition of 
affairs in the island. In Havana one ob- 
tains statements. In the country he obtains 
the verification of them. 

My-first halt on the trip was at Sagua 
la Granda. In normal times this fs one of | 
the most attractive of Cuba's cities. It lies 
175 miles by rail to the east of Havana. In 
norma! times it is a budy place, a center in 
an important sugar growing district. To- 
day it is almost lifeless. Its broad, well- 
kept streets show no sign of that activity 
which should be thelr characteristic.

There is one of the 
prime requisites if you want to become an 
actress. That is, a great actress. I sup- 
pose any of us could attain a certain 
amount of success in any line if we devoted 
sufficient time and labor to it. If a girl's 
highest aim is to become a lay figure or 
general utility woman she needs no further 
ability than to be able to read and memor- 
ize her lines. But I am addressing myself 
to the girl who would become a great ac- 
tress—who would rise above the army of 
commonplace men and women in the pro- 
fession—who would hear her name on the 
public’s lips, carve her image in its heart, 
stamp an indelible impression on its mind, 
and, for the time being at least, create a 
ripple in that profession of which she is a 
part. If a girl with such ambition lack 
vhe .power to feel, she might as well try 
fiying a kite without wind. 

“Do you know why the ordinary actress 
can weep and wail and suffer and die with- 
out making you feel the least bit sorry?

“Not as much as you think. When an ac- 
tress plays a great emotional role and 
-hrows herself into it night after night, the 
public gasps in wonderment, ‘How can she 
stand it?’ The secret is this—it is her tem- 
perament. She is acting in a manner per- 
fectly natural to her. It is therefore no 
effort. 

“If that same actress were to take a 
flippant, feelingless part, the strain upon 
her would be greater. It’s the same as 
sympathizing with your friends when 
they’re in trouble. If you really sympath- 
ize with them it isn’t any strain. If you 
affect sympathy, it is a strain. If you af- 
fect sympathy with an emotional role and 
haven't any emotion in you, it’s a strain 
on your audience as well. It’s apt to bore 
them to death. 

‘‘There are some things a good actress 
can affect, must affect. She can affect to 
be gay when her heart is breaking. But 
she cannot affect tears. unless she feels 
them. The tears that melt an audience 
are not confined to the eyes. The tears 
that are most effective and tug at your

LEAVE ZION.

HIS MONEY IS NOW ALL GONE

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Sacrifice, He Has Doubts of the 
Prophet’s Religion. 


WAUKEGAN, Ill., May 10.—James Schu- 
macher of Zion City has lost his faith in 
Dowie, and from being one of the warmest 
believers and supporters that the general 
vverseer of the Christian Catholic Church 
has become one of his most bitter enemies 
and detractors. Schumacher now says that 
the “‘doctor’s” religion is only skin deep, 
and that there is not enough of it at that 
to cover a respectable sized hide. All of 


which is viewed as blasphemous at Zion 
City, and Is one reason why Mr. Schumach- 
er 18 no longer persona grata at that abode 
of the saints. 

'Intil a few months ago Mr. Schumacher 
stcod high in the councils of Zion, and Hil-

his deacon. The latter had exhibited his 
faith in Elijah to the extent of conyerting 
all his worldly goods into cash and invest- 
ing his money, some thousands of dollars, 
in Zion City iand and various other enter- 
prises in which.

He had seven children, and with them had 
taken up his abode at Zion, where he had 
erected a little home and expected to pass 
the remainder of his days. MS 

When Mr. Schumacher was “all in,” as a 
gambler would tersely express it, and there 
was no prospect of his being able to make 
further investments, the light of Dowie's 
countenance ceased to shine upon him with 
the same refulgence that it had been wont 
to do. In fact, it soon ceased to shine at 
all, for Mr. Schumacher, and Elijah 
couldn’t see him as he passed by. It be- 
came generally known in Zion City that he 
was under a cloud, and the faithful were 
chary of being seen associating with a 
man of whom the “doctor’’ disapproved. 
To add to Mr. Schumacher’s troubles the 
clothing of one of his little children caught 
fire a week ago and the child was so badly 
burned it died. In the minds of the Dowie- 
ites this was a judgment upon him for his 
sins, and while the nature of these were not 
known they were believed to have been 
of great enormity to have merited such 
severe punishment. 

The Dowieites, in consequence, shunned 
Mr. Schumacher so strictly after this event 
that he might almost as well have lived in 
a desert. He rebelled at this treatment and 
spoke his mind about it. These witerances 
reached the ears of Dowle, and not being of 
&@ nature exactly complimentary to the 
creme the latter issued an edict that Mr. 
Schumacher must leave the chosen city. As 
all the worldly possessions of the Schu- 
machers were tied up in Zion, this was not 
an easy thing for them to do. Dowle in- 
sisted, however, and they had to go. Mr. 
Schumacher had to sell his home and his 
belongings at any price he could t, and 
as money is a thing not too abundant 
among the the elect at Zion, this was not 
much. Ne Mr. Schumacher, with his six 
remaining children, almost penniless, has 
quit and started to begin life again. 


LOST IN MOUNTAIN FIRES. 


Two Men Burned to Death While Pin- 
ioned Under Wrecked Engine. 
WILLIAMSPORT, Pa., May 11.—Forest 
fires have caused devastation to a vast 
amount of property and the loss of three 
lives. At Sinnemahoning fire destroyed a 


large number of sleepers and caused the 
rails to spread on Barclays lumber road. 
An engine and a dozen cars loaded with 
logs were derailed. The loccmotives over- 
turned, pinning two of the six men riding 
on it under the tender. The other four 
men were unable to prevent their com- 
rades, pinned under the tender, from burn- 
ing to death. 

Fire destroyed 10 houses, a church, a 
school house and nine stables at Clinton- 
dale last night, and Agnes Felding, aged 
6, lost her life. The child became fright- 
ened when the flames attacked the home 
of her parents, and in attempting to reach 
a place of safety fell into a creek and 
was drowned.

WHIMSICAL CYCLONES 


Prospectors for Gold Take Exciting 
Ride on Rocky Mountain Ava- 
lanches—Safety on Crest of 
Death-Dealing Waves 
of Destruction. 


DENVEH,. Colo., May 10.—The recent 
snowslides at Telluride, in which 32 miners 
lost their lives, marked the beginning of the 
avalanche season in Colorado—a season that 
begins with the first melting of the snows 
in the Rocky mountains and that continues 
until wellinto May. Telluride is in the cen- 
ter of the snowslide district and the annual 


loss of life there is large, though the re- 
cent slides that overwhelmed the buildings 
of the Liberty Bell mine were the: most de- 
structive in the history of the entire West. 

The strange freaks and antics that are 
plavec by these avalanches in the Rocky 
mountains have no parallel unless it be 
in the cyclone. Some of the narrow es- 
capes of miners and prospectors sound Hke 
fairy tales. Yet there are men in Colorado 
today who have tidden on the crests of 
snowslides, and there are many witnesses 
who can vouch for the incomprehensible 
and freakish things that have been done 


by these plunging masses of snow, trees 
and rocks. 

The recent slides at Telluride were re- 
markable for their number. The first slide 
swept down upon the Liberty Bell bunk- 
house and cut off a small wing on one end 
of the building. In this room were two 
young mining engineers. While rescuers 
were striving to dig out the bodies of these 
young men another slide came down the 
same path, burving close to a score. Then 
followed another and another. until six 
slides had been counted, and it was esti- 
mated that the bodies of the first victims 
ta buried under a mass of debris 80 feet 
eep. 

Following the Liberty Bell snowslide, the 
San Miguel mine, in the same district. 
was swept by an avalanche that had some 
remarkable features The slide caught the 
camp cook. Herman Goettinger. who was 
getting a dishpan full of snow to melt for 
rinking purposes. The cook was carried 
1200 feet down the gulch, sitting in the dish- 
pan and literally toboganning in safety. 
The same slide caught a trammer. who 
was working on the ore dump. This man 
and his cre car were carried 1000 feet into 
the guicn. The car was battered beyond 
repair, but the man was uninjured. 


Strange Character 

of Snowslides. 
There is something 
countable about a snowslide. It may fol- 


low a certain path for years, and then 
something will turn it and it will plunge 
over a course that has been deemed out 
of the way of danger. The Ophir slide, 
near Telluride, is a sight that no man 
can ever forget. Every year a great mass 
of enow packs in a certain place, far up 
the mountain side. and every year, when 
the warm rays of the early spring sun 
have sufficiently melted it, this slide comes 
thundering down into the gulch below. Be- 
fore the Denver & Rio Grande road was 
built past this slide statistics were taken 
and the course of the slide was very care- 
fully averaged. Then, being satisfied that 
they had selected a course that would be 
out of the way of all danger. the road- 
builders went ahead and laid their tracks. 
The first spring after the road was built 
the Ophir slide took a sudden whim to 
biaze a new trall and shot off at a tangent. 
Twenty-five loaded freight cars were buried. 
most of them belng ground into kindlin 

wood. Least year this slide was watche 

by a great number of percone. When the 
great mass of snow, feet high, came 
thundering down the mountain side a rush 
of air filled the gulch for miles. Giant 
trees were snapped like toothpicks and 
boniders were hurled Iike marbles many 

There are some grim jests played by 
these mighty avalanches. Recently. in 
Ouray County, a young man Was riding 
along a mountain trail when he was caught 
in a great slide. The avalanche buried the 
voung man nearly 100 feet deep, but the 
horse did not even have any snow on its 
feet and was unharmed. At Telluride two 
young miners were taking the body of a 
comrade from a mass of wreckage at the 
bottom of a gulch. A second siide cama 
down and killed the rescuers. buryin 
them many feet deen. The corpse which 
they had been carrying was found on top 
of the snow. 

A few years ago the cottages at the 
Pandora mine were threatened with de- 
struction. The superintendent ordered al; 
the men out of the buildings. The slide 
came down, but it did not touch the cot- 
tages. It whizzed by. several hundred feet 
away, and the cottage on the end collapsed 
like the proverbial house of cards. It aad 
not been touched by the slide. but the vac- 
uum caused by the rush of the great mass of 
snow caused the house to fall to pieces. 
Every window on the north side of the 
mill, a gree! long building. was broken by 
the rush of air ond yet not a particle of 
snow had touched the structure. 

Several years ago a mall carrier whose 
route lay between Ophir and Telluride 
was caught In a siide. His body was not 
found for three years. Strapped to his 
back was his mail sack, which was for- 
warded to Washington. In 1896 a slide 
caught a herd of 4 mules and carried it a 
ponreradle distance, yet not a mule was 

c 


Crushed the 
Vacant Chairs. 
The same slide played a remarkable trick 
on a telegraph operator at Telluride. The 


operator, whose building was far out of 
the path of the slide, heard the rumble of 
the avalanche and rushed out of the builld- 
ing to get a look at it. A pine tree about 
six inches in diameter was shot out of the 
slide with the swiftness of an arrow. It 
crashed through a window in the telegraph 
office, striking the chair in which the op- 
erator had been writing and tearing out 
one awhy! me Dalene. 

everai Colorado men have ridden ava- 
lanches, though unwillingly, and their 
testimony proves that this is about the 
roughest and most dangerous riding in the 
world. Dr. . Allen of Telluride has 
twice escaped what seemed like certain 
death. Nine years ago at Creede Dr. Allen 
was carried 800 feet on the crest of a 
slide and escaped unhurt. When the Lib- 
erty Bell mine buildings were carried away 
Dr. Allen started to the rescue. Three com- 
pantons were on the trail ahead of him. A 
slide came down and killed the doctor's 
three friends and carried Dr. Allen and 
his horse several hundred feet, but left 
them on the surface unharmed. 

o years ago a miner on the western 
slope was saved through his own coolness. 
He was picking his way over a rough trail 
and had stepped on a fallen tree, when he 
heard a rush and roar above him, telling 
that a slide had started. Acting on the 
instinct that always stands the prospector 
in good stead, he yg astride of the 
log and clung to the ncehes.. In this 
position he literally rode the creét of the 
avalanche, his tree remaining on the sur- 
face of the surging mass of snow. 

The mining town of Silver Plume, like the 
town of Telluride, has been the scene of 
many snowslides. Two years ago a siide 
nearly overwhelmed the little town. Snow

The matter, in its scientific stages, will 
be in’ the hands of John Bernard Smith. 
state entomologist and professor of ento- 
mol at Rutgers College, noted for his 
coon a in the field of insect life, for his 


practical ability and for his energy. Prof. 
Smith is credited with a wide knowledge 
of the mosguito in all the peculiar varia- 
tions of its species. He has had exceptional 
Opportunities for study of the tiny nui- 
sance, for New Brunswick is well within 
the plague belt. The mosquito is always 
with him, except for a few winter months.

involves a tremendous undertaking, nothing 
less than the reclamation of more than 200,- 
0) acres of warsh lands, lying In a_ strip 
about 235 miles long. The marsh land has 
its beginning at Hackensack, at the head 
of the Hackensack meadows, and extends 
40 miles to the mouth of Raritan bay. Again 
itis met with at the north part of Barne- 
gat bay, and extends down the entire length 
of the Jersey coast nearly to Salem, on the 
Delaware river. 

The state will pay for the work or re- 
search, but that of reclaiming the marshes 
must at first be largely done through indi- 
vidual enterprise. Prof. Smith believes that 
when he has made a report of his further 
investigations, the state will shoulder also 
@ part of the cost of reclaiming the lands. 


The work of research will be divided into 
three branches. First will be that of a 
survey. To drain the hundreds of separate 
marshes in the mosquito territory will re- 
quire the meeting of almost as many spe- 
cial conditions. Hach marsh will have to 
be surveyed and the proper method of treat- 
ment uccurately ascertained. In this work 
the assistance of the:geological survey of 
the state will be enlisted, the territory 
mapped and plans of action laid out. A 
good deal of the material for this work has 
already been done in the genera! survey 
of the state. 

The third division of the work the 
polbological. In order to take immediate 
steps against the particular breed of mos- 
quito that spreads disease, a special study 
of the insect in the malaria districts and 
of conditions in these districts will’ be made. 
Prof. Smith also believes that theré are oul- 
side factors in the spread of disease through 
mosquitoes that are not yet known, and he 
will try to find them. 

An idea of the difficulties that confront 
investigators is got when it is realized 
that there is not just one kind of mos- 
quito, with regular habits, but there are 
nearly a score of species, grouped into 
two genera. Every species has its peculiar 
habits, and without an intimate knowledge 
of these, thousands of dollars might b® 
spent almost uselessly. For instance, in 
some localities only practically harmless 
mosquitoes breed. The harmful ones ha 
come in from a distance. One species 
breeds in salt water only, and still a third 
in either. One species will fiy for WB 
miles. Another will never go more than a 
few feet from the spot where it was born. 

One whole genus is accused of carry- 
ing bacteria. Another is never known to 
have a dangerous germ about it. One spe- 
cles stays around houses while another nev- 
er leaves the woods, and still others are

the perfect insect emerges four pr five 
days after the egg is laid. In others the 
larvae live in the water from September to 
May. In some cases the perfect insect lives 
only a few s; In others ft hibernates 
from autumn till late spring in cellars and 
barns. Some localities are bothered with 
species that are never seen in others, and 
some species are plentiful in places where 
they never breed.

HE reclaiming of the great salt 
swamps of the New Jersey coast is 
not as great a problem as it first 

seems, and it is undoubtedly the solution 
of the mosquito extermination problem for 
the state. 

The adequacy of this method, even in 
particular localities, was well shown at 
Seaside Park last season. This large place 
is owned by a corporation. By draining aii 
the swamp land on the property the park 
was last vear practically free from mos- 
quitoes. The only appearances of the marsh 
mosquito (culex solicitans) were when a 
strong shore breeze brought them across 
the bay from other marshes. With a con- 


trary wind these quite disa ared in a 
few days. . _ 


All along the New Jersey coast, particu- 
larly from Atlantic City south, large 
stretches of land are owned by wealthy 
men very desirous of getting rid of the 
pests. I am confident that when-it is satis- 
factorily demonstrated to them that this 
method is effective, and plans of operation 
are furnished them, the money will quickiv 
be forthcoming for the reclaiming of all 
the mrashy lands in the strip. 

Of the results Tam confident. My only 
fear is that they will be so satisfactory the 
first season that the scheme will not be 
carried to completion, and the state placed 
in a position where it can combat the in- 
sect at little cost permanently. 

The experiments at various points on the 
marsh strip have been sufficient to demon- 
strate the success of the scheme, and, 
though some nice points in engineering may 
appear in particular localities, the planning 
out of the work by the geological survey 
will undoubtedly be an inducement for the 
completion of the work. In some localities, 
undoubtedly, state aid will be necessary, 
but the work we hope to do in the next 
two vears should place the matter on so 
scientifiC and practical a basis that there 
should be no trouble in securing it. 

With two summers and one winter of re- 
search myself I hope to be in a position to 
meet all conditions likely to come up that 
involve the habits of the insects themselves, 
and in that time also we hope to have a 
fairly complete general survey of the lands 
involved. 

In the meantime private enterprise in va- 
rious parts of the state, notably on the 
Hackensack meadows, are reclaiming 
marsh lands for commercial purposes, and 
I think it is well established that the lands 
reclaimed by drainage will be of immense 
commercial value. There is no reason why 
every acre of this land should not be put 
to use and pay immeasurably more than 
the cost of reclaiming it. 

The delay in making the appropriation 
will naturally delay the investigation. There 
was important work that should have been 
done early this spring and that will have tc 
be put off until another year. The winter

It was the season's branding on El Ca- 
jon stock range, in Yavapai County, Ari- 
gona. The young woman was Miss An- 
nette Taylor, manager of one of the most 
prosperous cattle ranges in the territory. 
Go where ore may among the cattle ranges 
in Arizona, and he will hear much of Miss 
Taylor and her success as a manager of a 
eattie proposition. She shows what a young 
woman can do amid a strange environ- 
ment and in an occupation almost exclusive- 
ly man’s. She has made a steadily losing 
industry of five years ago pry 10 to 12 per 
cent a year on the investment. If Miss Tay- 
lor’s plans for this year carry, her cattle 
range will yield some $8000 net. 

This role of a young woman rancher fs 
the more uncommon because a little while 
ago she knew no more about corrals, cat- 
tle. beef-on-hoof, rodeos and vaqueros than 
any eastern schoolgirl does who has kept 
busy in her school work and music and 
reading. Had Miss Taylor becn a child’ 
of the frontier, reared amid its hardships 
and fierce vicissitudes, it would not have 
been strange that she has become a ranch- 
ero. The Taylors lived in Aurora, Il. 
There were an invalid son, two daughters 
and the parents. Edward J. Taylor, the 
father, was a grain dealer, and the family 
lived a conventional, quiet life. 

In 1895, when Mr. Taylor became a con- 
sumptive, he moved to Williams, Ariz., to 
live an out-of-door life among the moun- 


mark >t was bad, and grew worse; thieving 
cowboys made inroads upon the Taylor cat- 
tle scattered out over the range, and In- 
dians now and then slaughtered and de- 
voured the sleck kine while they gazed 
in remote canyons. When-Mr. Taylor died 
in February, 1897, he befleved he was a 
bankrupt. He had spent some $47,000. A 
mortgage of $15,000 was on the herd and 
the range. 

Annette Taylor had been her invalid fa- 
ther’s helper in his last years. She had rid- 
den over the range for him, had kept his 
accounts and had learned almost as much 
about the cattle industry as he. At his 
death she se@® herself to conducting the 
ranch. The old time cattlemen shook their 
heads and said they were sorry for Ed 
Taylor's family, but it was a sorry plight 
to have to expect success in cattle ranch- 
ing from a girl who ought to be teaching 
schoo] or getting married instead of trying 
to do what few experienced men could do. 

For a year it seemed as if the veteran 
ranchers were right. Discouragements that 
would have wrecked most men came to An- 
nette Taylor in succession. Those were the 
grimmiest of all days in the famous hard 
years among cattlemen in the southwest. 
Many a person who had made a fortune of 
$75,000 or $100,000 in a few years of cattle 
ranching, gave up the struggle and quit, 
ruined. A drouth came upon the Arizona 
cattle ranchers in the midst of their woes, 
But the young woman ranchero stuck dog- 
gedly to her work, economized at every 
point, hired as few vaqueros (the Spanisn 
for cowboys) as possible, and spent days 
and nights in the saddle, all the time learn- 
ing her business, seeking fresh grazing 
spots and protecting her rights. Many a 
time she spent 30 hours at a stretch in the 
saddie. Time and again she had to exhibit 
her revolvers and make a showing of her 
expertness in firearms to impress her deter- 


Taylor sold $14,000 worth of prime 4-year- 
old steers. The ranch home has since been 
much enlarged, the range has been in- 
creased by some 550 acres, the herd is 
three times larger than ever and the Tay- 
lors have ample capital for their opera- 
tions. 

The two girls dress in men’s clothes most 
of the time when out on the range. ‘““We 
prefer that style of garb.’’ says the elder, 
‘‘because it is so suitable to our occupation, 
I had several serious accidents .with my 
skirts when riding over the range and 
through canyons, vo I threw conventional- 
ity to the winds and dressed like a man. 
Then, too, a woman in trousers and blouse 
has much more authority over the class 
of rough, bluff men employed on a cattle 
range than a conventional woman has. 
Sometimes for weeks I see no one who does 
not ilve on our range. So what do I care 
if my garb is unusual? It is so comfort- 
able and safe for riding in a saddle. As 
for side-saddies, they are unfit for any 
one’s use, and wold kill the toughest 
cowboy in a few months.”’ 

Occasionally the Taylor girls gallop across 
the country, following mountain trails and 
fording creeks to Jerome or Prescott, where 
there is business for them at the banks, 
provisions to buy in wholesale lots for the 
range and communication is to be had by 
telegraph with eastern cattle buyers. The 
masculine garb of these two blonde ranch- 
eros used to excite attention in northern 
Arizona towrs, but people have grown used 
to it.

It would take columns to tell how many 
various things about a range have to be 
settled each day as if they had never oc- 
curred before. When breakfast is over 
and my luncheon (in a tin box) has been 
strapped® to my saddle I mount and ride 
off on my rounds of the range. There is 
always, something demanding my attentien 
in remote parts of the range. For in- 
Stance, Indians may be stealing a steer 
now and then, sheepherders may be driv- 
ing their flocks upon our property and ruin- 
ing the forage, some ailment may have 
broken out among the animals, and more 
than likely the vaequeros are sleeping un- 
der a shady tree while I am paying them 
for their work. To make cattle punch- 
ing pay, the overseer must be eternally 
watchful. I have ridden 4 miles a day 
for several times atcmitgBsi-,tenazby cm 
for several weeks at a time, and 2-mile 
rides in the saddle over the range, through 
acres of rocks, up and down mountain sides, 
across smoking hot valleys, is an almost 
dally experience in summer. 

“‘When the annual round-up season comes, 
sister and I live out of doors for two or 
three weeks. We have a tent for our home 
and we are busy 18 days at this work. 

“I never have been injured in my riding. 
My horse has fallen under me several 
times, and I have had two horses break 
their 'egs in this way. But I have always 
been fortunate enough to escape unharmed. 
I always carry a revolver, and when I go 
a great distance from the house I take 
two of them. I have never had occasion 
to use them, doubtless because I had them 
with me. It would be foolhardy for me 
to go around in this desolate part of the 
country without arms. There is no more 
isolated place than a cattle ranch out here 
in Arizona, and amid such desolation every- 
one must look out for himself.”

REMARKABL® photograph, alleg*( 
A to be of the shroud of Christ, and 

wihch shows the features and form 
of the Savior (the only copy of which ‘fn 
America is in the Chapel of the Holy 
Agony. Brooklyn), has created profound in- 
terest in Paris, where it has been placed on 
exhibition. 

Thousands daily are flocking to the 
photograph, a keen controversy is on as to 
the cause of the apparent miracle, and the 
Academy of Sciences has been drawn in by 
the communication of two eminent men, 
who attempted to explain the phenomenon 
in the light of recent scientific discoveries. 

The shroud is considered by the highest 
authorities to be authentic and every detail 
of its history is known. It belongs to the 
royal house of Savoy and is preserved in 
the Cathedral of Turin, in Italy. 

In the summer of 1898 the famous relic 
was exhibited in Italy in connéction with 
an exposition of sacred arts and Catholic 
works and missions. Then, for the first 
time, the Pope granted permission to photo- 
graph it. 

Two powerful electric reflectors were used 
and an exposure of 18 minutes was made. 
But two negatives were taken and none 
have been obtained since. One was given 
to the Pope, and the other, by order of the 
reigning King of Italy, was placed in the 
treasury of the Sacred Sindon—the name by 
which the relic is known—where bishops 
and cardinals might have access to it. 

When the second negative was submitted 
to the church authorities it was found to 
show a comparatively distinct reproduction 
of the face and body of Christ. 

The sharp lines of the tortured body, 
the imprint of the thin, delicate face and of 
the matted hair and beard were distinctly 
shown. As the Holy Sindon itself shows no 
such pronounced picture, but only a few 
yellow blood stains, Catholics believe that 
the plece of linen contaiSs an iInvietble 
imprint, and that it was revealed in the 
photograph by a miracle. 

On the other hand, eminent French sc!l- 
entists are trying to find a chemical explan- 
ation for the appearance of the [mage on 
the photographic negative. The Academy 
of Sciences was moved to lively interest. by 
the theories advanced by Drs. Delage and 
Vignon, two eminent Parisian physicians. 

Some time ago, as they pointed out, M. 
Gautier discovered that the body of a dying 
man emitted an aikaline’perspiration. 

An earlier discovery was made by a M. 
Colson that certain chemicals could impress 
sensitized photographic plates in absolute 
darkness or could be made visible by pho- 
tography. 

Putting these two curious facts together, 
Drs. Delage and Vignon advanced the the- 


see 


orv that the torture of the crucified Ba- 
vior caused qa perspiration which contained 
chemicals that. absorbed by the winding- 
sheet on the lines of the face and body, 
were not revealed until the sensitive pho- 
tographic plate was acted upon by them 
under the long exposure. Thus by a curi- 
ous natural phenonemon were the features 
of the Christ given to a later age. 

There are. of course, those who do not be- 
lieve that there was any miracle or that 
photographs were secured by the curtous 
physical nhenomenon suggested by the 
learngd Paris doctors to the Academy of 
Kélences. In fact, thee are some people 
who claim that the second nagative, from 
which all the prints have been taken, shows 
unmistdkable evidence that it has heen In 
the hands of a very clever retoucher, who 
has so skilfully indicated the features on 
the plate that it is impossible to tell how 
the portrait was created 

Many objections are raised in Paris as to 
the theories explaining the appearance of 
the portrait, but notwithstanding them 
many hundreds of thousands devoutly be- 
lieve that in some mysterious and holy way 
the Christ has sent them in this photograph 
his true likeness, and thus it is that, hun- 
dreds crowd reverently around the pictures 
in Paris. 

The forehead is pictured terribly lacerated, 
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and the hands are shown crossed over the | 


hody. The nails used in the 
do not appear to have been driven through 
the palms of the hands, but through the 
wrist. 

Many devout members of the Roman 
Catholic Church believe that the Sacred 
Sindon has power to heal the sick and suf- 
fering. Two or three times in a century 
the relic is publicly exhibited and chen 
there are pilgrims at Turin from al! parts 
of the world and, for many, such a pili- 
grimage is one of the greatest possible acts 
of piety. 

The relic is faithfully guarded night and 
day in its treasury in the great Church of 
Turin, and in ordinary ¢times only priests 
of the very highest rank can see it. 

But the Sindon has not always had s0 
secure a resting place. Its history, as told 
in the books of the church, is a long one, 
full of vicissitudes. Briefly it is as fol- 
lows: 

After the winding sheet had been cher- 
ished for a time by the disciples of Christ 
and their successors, it was placed in a 
eanctuary at Jerusalem, where it would be 
to this day had the unbelievers not Ccap- 
tured the city. As it was, the Knights of 
Jerusalem took the relic to Cyprus, where 
it was kept undisturbed until the middle of 
the fourteenth century. Here Godfrey de 
Charuy, a Christian Knight, placed the 
holy shroud for greater safety in his castle 
of Lerey establishing a college and mon- 
astery of canons. 
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Many years after—the church gives the 
date as.March 22, 1453-—-Margaret, a niece of 
the good Knight Godfrey, gave the relic to 
Louis, Duke of Saxony, who took it to 
Turin. At the same time the duke caused 
coins and medals to be struck off, bearing 
an imprint of the sheet. 

Not long afterward there were religious 
disturbances in ‘Turin which made the city 
seem an unsafe guardian of the sacred rel- 
ic. So it was carried to Chahmbery. Here 
it met with its frst misadventure. A fire 
broke out'in the church, where it was kept, 
slightly scorching its folds. By miraculous 
intervention, as it seemed to the guardians 
of the sheet, this scorching was limited to 
the borders and did not mar the outlines of 
the Savior's body. 

After this the relic was frequently moved 
—to Pinerolo in 1470. to Vercelli in 1444, to 
Nice in 1578. This last move was made by 
order of Duke Emmanuel Fillbert; who 
wisted to shorten the journey nevessary 
ir. order to venerate the relics. During the 
siege of Turin, 1706, the relic was smuggled 
out of the city by a tody of devout priests 
and concealed in Genon. Later itt was re- 
turned to Turin, where it has remuined ever 
Since. 

Six times during the present century have 
followers of the church been b! ecse, with 
sight of the sacred gindon. On the tirst tsvo 
oceasions the exhibitions were private and 
for the benefit of Pope Pius VII. The Pope 
stopped at Turin while on his way to 
France to attend the colanation of Na- 
pelcon I. and saw the shroud for the first 
time. He visited it again. whirh was an 
evidence of extreme piety, while on kis way

HERE are 42 sugar beet factories in 
the United States and 12 more in 
course of erection. All of them em- 

ploy the same method of manufacturing 
sugar. To illustrate the process of convert- 
ing the sugas beets into the granulated 
article fit for table service, I will describe 
the modus operandi followed by the Lansing 
company at its plant at Lansing.) Mich., 
where I am superintendent. 

The season in which beet sugar is manu- 
factured begins about Oct. 1 and ends about 
April 1. The time of planting !s during 
May. Seeds are brought over from Eu- 
rope usually during February or Marcn. 
All the sugar beet seeds now planted in the 
United States are brought from Europe, 
many from France and Bohemia. They 
have not vet been successfully grown in 
this country, although the raising of seeds 
has been inaugurated at Cairo, Mich. The 
first season's crop is never used, however, 
affa they will be replanted for a few sea 
sons. at least before an attempt fs made to 
use them. 

The sugar beet seed is yellow and from 
one-fourth to three-eighth of an inch In di- 
ameter. It is planted in rows 18 Inches 
apart. In some of the fields inthe United 
States there are hundreds and thousands of 
these rows. We have 8000. acres in seed 
near our plant in Michigan. 

It is the plan of the sugar beet growers 
to sow the seed in these rows eight inches 
apart. But this is not practical, or rather 
convenient, as.a Wheat drill is emplcyed to 
distribute the They are dropped one 
after the other without particular regard 
to space. When they sprout about three 
inches above the ground, which is usually 
in from three to six weeks, they are 
blocked. Blocking means the elimination 
of as many sprouts as are necessary to 
separate them eight inches apart. This 
blocking is done with a hoe. Sometimes two 
or thred roots remain together. Later wom- 
en and children are sent into the field to 
pick off the poorer or weaker roots or beets 
and leave just one to every eight inches. 

Special care is given, after the blocking 
and plucking, to the cultivation of the 
ground. This continues until the leaves of 
the sugar beet grow so large that they in- 
tertwine with the leaves extending from 
the adjoining row. Then they are rooted 
vp by means of a specta: plow. somewhat 
similar to a potato plow. Topping is the 
mext precess. [t is performed by women 
and ehiidren, and consists in cutting off the 
top of each beet—that ts about a half-inch 
of tt—Juet after it is uprooted. The top- 
ping completed, the beets are thrswn into 
plies and the piles inte wagons and are 
ready for transfer by wagon or railroad

Every beet sugar refinery is provided 
with a beet shed. This shed has sloping 
side walls, and the beets are dumped into 
it and allowed roll down the walls to a 
flume, or water main. This is covered with 
boards. Through the flume runs a rapid 
stream of water in the directidn of the 
sugar house. A portion of the boards are 
removed at . time and a quantity of the 
fuguar bects dumped into the water. The 
water floats them into the sugar house. 
Rather, they are floated into the portion of 
the sugar house known as the wash house. 
They are washed by betng stirred about 
in clear river water from the wash 
house they are carried up to an automaiis 
scale in an upper portion of the refinery. 
They drop down through this scale, being 
weighed 1000 pounds at a time, into a large 
tank-like filled with knives and 
known as cutter. Twice a min- 
this automatic scale dumps 1906 pounds

These c: are dropped automatical- 
ly from the slicer on an endless belt which 
past 14 large boliler-shaped ves- 
sels. A switch that Is conveniently oper 
ated directs the cossettes into any of t!e 
14 vessels. These vessels constitute what is 
known as a diffusion batteny. They are ail 
connected by piping. Twelve of them are 
always filled with cossettes, one is always 
being emptied and the other filled. When 
twelve of the vessels are filled, water is 
started into vessel No. 1 under a pressure 
of 30 pounds to the square inch. It peeps 
through the cossettes and out into No. 2 
and so orn until it runs the gauntlet of the 
dozen vessels. The purpose of this ia to 
force the water into the cells af the cas. 
settes containing the juice of the sugar 
beet, it being Known by what scientists call 
osmatic action that the juice 4s forced out 
and the water takes its place in the ces- 
settec. 

The result is that when the water is 
drawn out of vessel No. 12 that it will pe, 
instead of water, pure sugar juice, diluted 
about % pew cent. From the battery the 
juice is sent to the carbonation plant. The 
carbonation tanks are heated to a tempera- | 
ture of 184 degrees Fahrenheit. Lime is | 
thrown into the first tanks into which the 
juice ts run. The lime unites with the a® | 
buminoids and other organic substances in | 
the jutce and forms an tudiesoluble com- 
pound. An excess of lime ts required for 
this operation, and after the juice haz been 
separated from the tndissoluble compound | 
it ts again put through carbonation tanks | 
to rid ft of this excess of lime. Carbonic 
acid gas is used fm thts proces’ to preeipi- 
tate the lime. The juice is then rim through 
filter presses where the precipitate ts sep- 
arated from the jufee and the juice is made

there to boil and in turn starts steam 
into the third apparatus, which, in turn, 
heats the juice in the fourth. When it 
passes out of the last apparatus the juice 
has been reduced to a density of % per 
cent; that is, it contains 5% per cent of 
solid matter to every 100 pounds of liquids. 


From the evaporating plant the juice is 


taken to what is called the vaccuum pan. 
It is pumped into tanks adjoining the 
vacuum, and, as the atmospheric pressure 
on the tanks is greater than that of the 
vaccuum, the juice ts forced into the lat- 
ter in our plant at Lansing there are 
two of these vaccuum pans. They are 
really large tanks, and not pans, as their 
names would tmply. Fach of them i« 12 
feet high and has a diameter of 18 feet. 
In them the juice is heated from 1930 to 
16) degrees, which is over the vaccuum 
boiling point. Fowr hours are usually suf- 
ficient to reduce the juice to sugar crystals 
and globules and grains. Each tankful will 
give from & to 8° barrels of granulated 
eugar. 

Of course the product of this boiling is 
not the granulated sugar ready for market. 
This product is dropped from the vac- 
cuum pans into a mixer, in which it ia 
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quiet amusement, but one ie hardly pre- 
pured for the extreme of knitting.

AST week the largest lumber rait 

that ever came down the Missis- 

sippi finished its voyage of 700 

miles when it tied up at the yards of 

Knapp, Stout & Co. and Capt. George 

Winans, the rafting contractor, stepped 

from the deck of the Saturn, his propell- 

ing steamer, relieved at last of a respon- 

sibility which has been his since the 9th 
of last November. 

The raft which Capt. Winans brought 
down from Stillwater, Minn., a city 
famed for sawmills and the prison that 
held the Younger brothers for 25 years, 
was twice as large as the largest raft that 
ever floated or was pushed down the 
Mississippi before. 

It contained 14,000,000 feet of lum- 
ber—11,000,000 feet in the raft proper 
and 3,000,000 carried on top, known as 
top loading. 

This raft 1715 feet, 
third of a mile long, and 237 feet wide. It 
had a depth of three fect. 

It was made up of 832 sections, known 
as cribs, each 16x32 feet, spliced together 
with planks. It was 52 cribs long and 16 
cribs wide. 

If this lumber had been freighted 
down by train it would have filled 1400 
cars, making 28 trains of 50 cars each, 
or one train ten miles long, with 400 {cet 
to sparc. 

In the river, water-soaked, the raft and 
its top loading weighed about 56,000,000 
potiads, or 28,000 tons. 

The lumber is worth $210,000. There 
were 25 men in the rafting expedition— 
boat crews, raitsmen and offficers.

Capt. Winans said that the trip should 
have been made in 15 days, and would have 
been completed in that time had the con- 
ditions been reasonably favorable, in spite 
of the immensity of the undertaking—a task 
which nearly all the old rivermen, and par- 
ticularly the raftsmen, predicted would be 
a fallure. 

“Ele’li never get through with it,” said 
packet pilots. “It's Winans’ first trip down 
the river since last fall. He's a No. 1 pilot, 
but the river has changed much since he 
came down, and he'll run that big raft up 
against sand bars every time he gives it a 
twist to try to keep the channel.”’ 

But the packet pilot and the rafting pilot 
afe two different propositions; they do not 
understand ehch other; least of all does the 
packet pilot understand the rafsman, who 
learns his plioting in a severer school. 


There is this difference between the packet 
pNlot and the man who guides the raft boa‘: 
the packet man must know his river like 
an open book, every page and picture, para- 
graph and punctuation mark; the raft pilot 
must know the book so he can read at a 
glance every letter and figure, forward or 
backward, fore and aft or amidships, upside 
down or right side up, open or shut. in the 
daylight or in the dark. 

It is by ho means an easy thing to steer 
a steamboat up or down the Mississippi 
river, even for a single mile The man 
without a pilot's training would “hang up” 
a vessel every few rods. The pliot must 
know ever feature and every freak of the 
river from end to end of his route and 
when he has taken a steamer from 8&t. 
Louis to St. Paul, sailing night and day, 
without accident, he has achieved some- 
thing. 

But the raft pilot must know everything 
known to the packet pilot, and ten thows- 
and things more. The steamboat man has 
never more than 30 feet long to 
guide. The reaftman has a steamer half or 
more than half that long, with a raft in 
front of him that may be, as in the lat- 
est instance, a third of a mile jong. In 
front of this raft is another steamer, a 
emailer one, the bow boat, the movements 
of which are controlled absolutely by the 
man in the pilot house of thé steamer that 
does the pushing. 

The width of the packet may be 40 or 
feet. The width of the raft may be 275 feet, 
just narrow enough to go through the 
bridges, and sometimes too wide, in which 
‘case it must be eplit in twain for the pas- 
sage. 

With two steamboats and a reft, seven 
or

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feet long, counting the raft and the two 
steamers. With this huge and unwieldy 
craft going at the rate of four miles an 
hour, or about twice the speed of the 
current, One readily perceives that the 
man in the pilot house is not altogether on 
a pleasure voyage. . 

Pushing .the monstrous craft through a 
narrow channel, the pilot must act with 
the speed and the precision of an arrow. 
Every instant he must be on the alert, 
muscle and brain and eye; every instant 
his vision must take in each letter of that 
page of the great book which lies @pen be- 
fore him; every instant his hands on the 
wheel must obey the mandates of his act- 
ive brain, as the eye Hke a  NHghtning 
courier brings important messages requir- 
-ng immediate answer. 

In the brain of the raft pilot the whole 
river is criss-crossed with imaginary lines; 
it is triangulated like a hydrographic map, 
it is a sort of spider's web of lines and 
angles, and each line and angle gives place 
to another every instant, as the huge craft 
bears down str2am. 

The pliot knows how deep the water is 
yonder by ihe topograph of the ripples on 
its surface. By the smooth darkness of 
the surface or Its rippling radiance he can 
tell at a glance, almost to an inch, the 
water's depth, and this knowledge enables 
him.to steer away from shoals and Keep 
ever toward the best depth. He knows, by 
the samme tokens, just how the unseen bar 
shades off to deep water and about how 
many feet or inches from a certain small 
ripple or ring it will be safe to let the 
edge of his raft go. 

These details the landsman never ob- 
serves, because he is alien to the book. 
The landsman, seated comfortably on the 
clean-swept deck below the pilot house. 
never takes note of trees and shrubs and 
willow banks and Yences and log huts 
ashore, except perhaps to comment upon 
their picturesque features. But the man 
at the wheel knows every landmark, as 
well as every watermark. To*him yonder 
clump of trees, a mere speck against the 
horizon’s edge. an unimportant, dull, fea- 
tureless detail in. the ever-changing river 
bank. has a meaning which the iandsman 
cannot read into it. 

That clump of trees is a punctuation 
mark im the vast book of the river; that 
old stump, with a dead branch protruding 
from it. is an mterrogatio: point; that 
white post, placed and painted by the gov- 
ernment, is an exclamation point, crying 
“Beware!” that gully running down from 
the willow bank on your right is a period, 
and it says to the rafisman, “Step!” else 
the vorner of the raft may chug into «a 
bar and the whole oufit be hung up for a 
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or stump removed," said Capt. Winans as 
we sat together on the forward deck of 
his tidy steamer, the Saturn,-while Peter 
O'Rourke overhead was guiding the raft 
through a bit of zigzag channel south of 
Keokuk. 

“After 4 years of thir business the river 
is a picture on my brain. You can blind- 
fold me and set me down anywhere along 
the river between St. Louis and St. Paul, 
then remove the blindfold and I can tell 
you at once where I am, not only near 
what town, but how far from the town 
and the name of the locality as it is known 
to pilots. There is not an island, a sand- 
bar, a willow bank, a cut or curve, or a 
farmhouse or corn crib that I do not know. 

“A few years ago, going down the river 
on my first trip for the season, I passed a 
log house that formed a part of the pilot's 
landscape. Something was wrong with it, 
but I could not tell just what. It had 
changed during the winter. It was one of 
these log houses that had been added to 
as the iarmer grew prosperous. Another 
section like the first would be built’ on, 
each section with a chimney sticking up. 

“Until 1 came back en the up trip I 
could not tell what was the change in 
that log house, hut looking at it from the 
lower side I saw at once that one of the 
chimneys had been removed. There were 
but four chimneys where there had been 
five. That removal had altered the picturs 
in my brain.” 

During the wirter the 
dergoes great changes. Here the channel 
euts inte a bank and topples a tree inte 
the water, to make work for the United 
States snag boat, the Col. Mackenzie, and 
confound the raft pilot, wnese brain. pic- 
ture thereby is disturbed and who needed 
that very tree as a comma or perhaps a 
semicolon. There, where last fall was deep 
water, a sandbar has humped up its back, 
but perhaps lacking just an inch to make 
the water look shoal, and this means more 
trouble for the pilot. Yender the channel 
may have taken a turn and cut completely 
around a bar, making it an island and 
carrying the swift waters close to the oth- 
er shore of the river, and the pilot who 
comes down for the first trip of the season 
finds this out only by the peculiar hues of 
the water in front of him. 

All these facts are taken into considera- 
tien by the packet pilots before they make 
the prediction that a raftsman will ceme 
to grief if he tries to push too much area 
in front of nim on his first trip down- 
stream after the winter break-up. 

It was such well-known facts as these 
that caused newspapers up Nerth to print 
stries, In their river columns, te the ef- 
fect that the Winans raft was all broken 
up, compictely gone to smash, impossible

Twice, indeed, the raft was laid up sev- 
eral days and once it was badly damaged, 
but not because of river changes which 
confouned the pilots. Unprecedented low 
water for the season and twisting wind- 
storms of unusual violence caused these 
measurable disasters. 

But in spite of all, the huge raft, like a 
monster flat turtle, swam safely down the 
river, though the captain and his men 
were vexed by many delays. 

The raft was pushed by the Saturn, a 
steamer built last year at Rock Island for 
Capt. Winans, the old Saturn having been 
burned. She isel45 feet long and 33 feet 
wide. Her draught is only two feet, en- 
a@bling her to swing. around in shallow 
water. As a rule a raft draws only about 
two feet, but the Winans raft drew three 
feet in places, so heavy was the top-load- 
ing. At many points the raft was all un- 
der water, with only the lath and shingles 
and loose lumber on top visible 

The bow boat was the Pathfinder, % 
feet long and 20 feet wide. The duty of 
this boat was to lie lashed alongside the 
front end of the raft, standing across the 
stream and back her stern wheel or turn 
it forward at the behest of the pilot's bell 
from the Saturn. The bow boat served 
merely to guide the front end of the raft, 
assisting the Saturn in steering the huge 


thing. 

In reach of the plilot’s finger, near the 
wheel. is an electric button. From this 
butten runs a wire, strung along on the 
raft. to the Pathfinder'’s engine room, a4 
third of a mile ahead. The button was 
touched, and instantly the Pathfinder’s 
engineer responded to tge signal, and her

Hi newest demonstration of science 
is the fact that rays of light, which

Thus have all doubts as to the absolute 
practicability of the discovery been  re- 
moved. 


The actinolite, or are-light machine, with 
which the fascinating work was done, is 
worthy of especial study. It is a simple 
affair and is not so costly as one might sup- 
ore ibbe smaljest one made is to be had 
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hood in front of the arc is a double convex 
condenser, adjustable for focusing purposes 
by means of a rack.and pinion. On rods 
that project in front from each side of the 
hood is a double convex fccusing lens, also 
adjustable. By means of these condensers 
a circle of light of any size can be readily 
obtained. Of course, the smaller it Is the 
more intense the illumination. 

The hood is swung in svch a way that it 
can be raised lowered, or swung later- 
ally or vertically, thus making it possible 
to project the light with exactitude 
upon the area that be treated. On 
the front bars and between the hood and 
focusing lens is a cell for the purpose of 
containing the fluid to cut off the heat rays 
This can be filled with distilled water or 
methylene blue or alum solution; or it may 
connected with the two waterbags (for 
which arrangement is made so that a con- 
tinuous stream of heat-absorbing fluid may 
flow througn the cell. 

In repeating the experiments of Drs. Gat- 
theil and Franklin four photographs were 
taken through different parts of the hu- 
man body. To produce one of them, the 
light was cast at an angle through the ab- 
domen, penetrating, before it reached the 
sensitive plate on the opposite side, the 
bowels, stomach, liver, flesh, cuticle and 
other tissues, to say nothing of the blood, 
the greatest enemy of all the elements of 
the body to the perfect action of the light. 

The distance traveled by the light before 
it imprinted the picture or the plate was 
about 15 inches. In this instance there were 
no intervening bones. 

Another of the pictures was made ac- 
tually through the center of the bone of the 
leg, at its greatest diameter, a point just 
below the hip. Excluding the time of ex- 
posure necessary for results, the photo- 
graphs were made in every instance exactly 
as though nothing whatever intervened, and 
as to the results shown on the plate, it will 
be seen that the bones and flesh and tissues 
counted as nothing in securing perfect 
productions of the picture under_duplica- 
tion. 

In order the plates could 
veloped at and the results 
known, a telephone booth was rigged up 4s 
a dark room, ihe glass door covered with 
heavy cardboard and the chinks closed with 
black tape. In this room also the negative 
and blank plates were cut into shapes that 
would best accommodate them to the part 
of the body through which the photograph 
was to be taken. The subject, tvo, was 
made ready here. 

The idea was tc place a plate upon which 
there was an imprint of a picture next to 
the skin of the subject. Over this was to 
be laid a blank sensitized plate, such as is 
ordinarily used in photography. The two 
plates were to be bound together, fastened 
to the body of the subject and covered, 
while in the dark room, with extraordinary 
precautions for the exclusion of light. 
Should light reach the plate through the 
edges of the covering with which it was 
bound to the body, or In any way except 
through the body, the plate would, of 
course, fog and be ruined. 

The actinic light machine had been set up 
in an “improvised apartment, made by 
stretching heavy black cicth across part of 
a large room, by which there was excluded

It was decigea to make the most difficult 
trial first, that of penetrating throvgh the 
backbone and aodominal region to a plate 
fastened on the stomach, and that this did 
not succeed was due entirely to adverse 
conditions against which provision could 
not have been made. 

The photographer took the subject into 
the dark room, and selected a plate with an 
imprint upon it. The negative and blank 
plates were laid together and bound at tiie 
edges with narrow black tape.’ Over the 
blank, which was to receive the positive 
imprint, and which would therefore lie 
outward and exposed, there was laid a piece 
of heavy black cardboard, taken from the 
back of a plate-holder, and this was se- 
curely fastened to the plates with two inch 
sutgical adhesive plaster. Over the card- 
boards were placed eight thicknesses of 
black paper, cut larger than the plates and 
turned under the negative so as to form a 
sort of mat about half an inch wide. The 
paper was in turn bound by the adhesive 
plaster, and upon it was then laid eight 
more thicknesses of black paper and two 
black focusing c:oths. 

The negative plate, with the other plate 
against it, was then presséd on the stomach 
of the subject, at a point directly opposite 
the spine, and was fastened there with ad- 
hesive plaster attached to the skin. The 
subject put on his coat, baek parf front, 
and leaving the back entirely nude. He 
then went before’ the light radiating. from 
the actinic. machine, and was placed in a 
position where the light fell directly upon 
the spine and a sufficient area around it, 
at a point oppgsite the plate. 

Atthough the subject was told that the 
exposure would be for 30 minutes, he in- 
sisted on standing, saving that he would not 
tire. He had been only 15 minutes under 
the rays when he became nauseated, prob- 
ably from the great heat of the room, since 
he sat 48 minutes later. when ventilation 
eccured, without any inh effects. He 
was seized with a vertigo, and had to be 
sustained. until a chair could be fetched. 
He was seated astride the chair. his face 
to the back of it, and tmmediately bent 
over, so as to rest his head on the top of 
the back. 

The elevation of the machine was 
tered, but the changing of the position from 
straight to reclining must have deflected the 
light rays, for when the plate was devel- 
oped it showed merely a patch of grass 
just the left of the path of the back- 
bone. The spine had not been penetrated 
by the light, and while the disappointment 
was great, and fear of failure was upon 
all, much encouragement was found in the 
fact that the grass of the pic- 
ture, which was on the darkest 
part of the negative, ad been 
transferred to the other plate, so that 
the detail of the grass plot could be dis- 
tinctly . traced. 

The .plates were prepared and fastened 
to the leg with the same care that had 
been exercised in the first instance. The 
position was on the inside of the leg. The 
subject was seated on a box on a table and 
given an easy position so as to insure 
steadiness, although so long as the desired 
area is covered by the light disc, ordinary 
movement does not interfere. It was thougnt 
that an exposure of 3) milnutes would be 
sufficient, and this was 
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with joy, for it showed a clear and admira- 
ble reproduction of the scene on the race 
track. There was in one place a slight 
shadow of the edge of the bone, which 
would have been lost had the exposure 
been continued for a minute or two longer, 
but which it was accounted luck to have 
retained as a guarantee of the genuine- 
ness of the phctograph. 

The plates were fastened on the left side 
of the abdomen a trifle to the back, the 
top lying just above the waist line and 
touching the ribs. The light, its area in- 
creased, was thrown on a point on the right 
of the abdomen so that it would traverse 
the abdominal region rather from side to 
side than from front to back, as in the 
first trial. and a still greater distance than 
before, the subject being, of course, wider 
than he was thick. 

There was much speculation as to the 
time necessary for exposure, and it was at 
first decided to continue it for an hour. 
When 48 minutes had elapsed the subject 
was released. This picture was the most 
perfect of all. A small picture of Napal- 
eon taken through the cheek—the picture 
was held in the mouth—was badly over- 
exposed in two minutes.

That actinic albserption occurs in the 
tiseves ‘s evident from the fact that the 
body is opaque. both optically and chemical.

essary to prove the efficient penetration 
only of the actinic or chemical rays; for the 
portion reflected from the eurface is small, 
and all the rest; save that which passes 
through the tissues, is absorbed and effcc- 
tive.
